INTRODUCTION 
GENERAL 


During the year under review, 5 copper-plate charters and 398 stone inscriptions were 
examined by the Directorate of Epigraphy at Mysuru and Nagpur, the zonal offices at Lucknow 
and Chennai. Of these, the copper-plate charters are included in Appendix A. Appendix B contains 
the stone inscriptions collected by the members of this branch. In Appendix C are included 101 
Arabic and Persian inscriptions collected by the members of the Nagpur office. Appendix D 
contains the list of photograph prepared during the year. 


Dr. K. Munirathnam, Director (Epigraphy) I/c visited Chittoor, East Godavari, Prakasam 
Districts of Andhra Pradesh, Mahabubnagar and Nalgonda Districts of Telangana.

2 INDIAN EPIGRAPHY 


Important inscriptions of this year's collection are reviewed in the following pages. 
COPPER-PLATES 


ĀLUPA - No. A 1 preserved in Amulya Shodha Musuem at Lakkinkoppa in Shimoga Taluk and 
District, Karnataka is engraved in Kannada language and characters of the 8* century AD. It 
belongs to the reign of the Alupa king Aluvarasa II and records the grant made by Aluvarasa and 
Ereyapparasa to the sabha of Belamannu as were granted to Sivavalli Further it mentions that the 
grant was caused to be protected by the learned people of Chokkapadi, situated in Bagi belonging 
to Māņidēva of Kantapura and it was entrusted to Boyavamma of Kāpu, Nanda of Bela, Nanda 
of Kulunora, Midini and Uraparana of Sāntaura. It is another copy of the Belmannu-plates which 
was considerd as the earliest Kannada copper-plate, (Pub. JESI vol. 4, pp 91 ff) The difference 
between these two is that the Belmannu charter is a set of copper-plates in rectangular shape, 
where as the present one is written on a single copper-plate, in partly pentagonal shape. 


CHALUKYAS OF BADAMI - No. A 4 is a set of copper-plates preserved in the Bhandarkar 
Oriental Research Institute, Pune in Maharashtra and it is written in archaic variety of Kannada 
script and Sanskrit language. This charter was issued in the 9" regnal year of the king Pulikēši 
П who ruled from 610 AD. to 642 AD. It records that 50 nivartana of land in the village 
Brahmana[va]taviya, situated on the bank of the river Godavari, was donated by the king to a 
brahmana Nāgašarma of Kaušika-gētra, who was well versed in Vēda-Vēdānga and residing at 
Marukshepa. 


It is well known that Harshavardhana, the Kanauj king of Pushyabhuti dynasty was 
defeated by Pulikēši П as gleaned from epigraphs and other contemporary sources. But in which 
year he achieved his victory over Harsha is not clear. In this regard, the present copper-plate 
charter is very significant. It mentions samara-sanghattormi-samsat Šrī Harshavardhana-parā jayópa- 
labda Paramēšvarā-apara-nāmadhēyah. Yt is very clear from the present record that by the time 
of 9 year of his coronation (ie. 619 A.D.) Pulikēši II defeated Harshavardhana. 


HOYSALA - No. A 3 is a set of five copper-plates in the custody of Dr. M. Girijapathi residing 
at Koratagere in Koratagere Taluk, Tumkur District of Karnataka The exact find spot of the 
charter is not known. This grant dated Saka 1157 (1235 ADD) is the earliest known dated inscription 
of the reign of the king Vira Sēmēšvara. The languages employed are Sanskrit and Kannada. The 
Sanskrit composition has verses as well as prose passages. Kannada is used for the grant portion. 
The script used is the typical Hoysala variety of Nagar: throughout. 


_ The text opens with а salutation to the god Siva. The same invocatory verse used in this 
charter can be found in his other inscriptions such as Govindanahalli stone inscription (EC, vol. 
IV, pt. I, No. KP. 63) and Anekannambadi plates (Copper Plate Inscriptions from Karnataka: 
Recent Discoveries, pp. 85). 
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Invocatory verses are followed by the genealogy of the Hoysala kings from Sala to 
Somēšvara as given below:

Soyideva (Some$vara) 


Verses 32-35 (l. 101-12) are devoted to the conventional praise of Some$vara as a ruler 
and a congueror. Lines 114-16 contain the information that he conquered the city Mathura (ie. 
Madurai) the Pandyan capital and was residing there at the time of issuing this charter. Lines 
116-18 gives the details of date on which the grant was made as, Wednesday, the 1“ day of the 
dark half of the Pushya in the cyclic year Manmatha. These details are repeated in the Kannada 
portion in the lines 131-33 with the additional information that the Saka year was 1158 Though, 
the other details given in the copper-plate tally with Saka year 1157, the date given in the charter 
is 1158. Probably the grant was issued soon after 1157 ie. 1158. These details of the date correspond 
to December 26, 1235 A.D. 


The object of the inscription is stated in lines 131-49, that the king Somesvara granted 
the village Hemmanabetüru, situated іп Uchcharhgiya-vritti of Uchchamgiya Pandya-nadu, after 
exempting it from all taxes to the learned brahmanas of Anu ja, belonging to various gotras, 
well versed in performing sacrifices, studying and teaching (of scriptures) and in several fields of 
knowledge. 


Geographical names mentioned in this charter like Hemmanabētūru, Апија and 


Uchcharhgi can be identified respectively with the modern Hemmanabetur and Anaji in Davanagere 
Taluk and Uchchangidurga in Harapanahalli Taluk in Davanagere District of Karnataka.

4 INDIAN ЕРЇСКАРНҮ 


INSCRIPTIONS ON STONE AND OTHER MATERIALS 


CHĀLUKYAS OF KALYĀNA - No. B 105 is also a Kannada record engraved on a slab kept 
in front of the Kanakamma temple at Jantli Širūru in the same taluk. It belongs to the reign of 
Ahavamalla (Tailapa ID and is dated Saka 908, Sarvajit, Phalguna, šu. 8, Sunday, Nandīšvara-ashtami, 
which corresponds to 987 A.D, February 9 and the weckday being Wednesday. The inscription 
states that Annigadéva, son of Nāgadēva and guņadankakārti Attiyabbarasi (Le. Attimabbe) was 
ruling over Māsivādi-140 under the king By obtaining permission from the king Attiyabbarasi, 
the daughter-in-law of Mallappayya donated the village Gāvundaganapalli in Masivadi-nadu and 
also 200 mattar of talavritti measured in rājamāna for renovation and conduciting other services 
in the Jaina basadi of Siruvūru, which was constructed by her. The above gift was made after 
laving the feet of a Jaina preceptor Indrakirtideva 


Another Kannada inscription (No. B 106) of the same king from Gudlanuru in Koppal 
Taluk and District of Karnataka is engraved on a slab kept in front of the Ivara temple. It 
is dated Saka 909, Sarvadhari, Magha šu. 13, Monday, which corresponds to 998 A.D, February 
3 and the weekday being Friday. The inscription gives the information that mahasainyadhi pati 
Annigadéva, son of Nāgadēva and Attiyabbarasi of Vāji-kula was administering over Masivadi-140 
and records the construction of Nāgēšvara temple at Sindhavuge as parokshavinaya by Attiyabbarasi 
(ie, Attimabbe) and her son Annigadeva. It also records the gift of a village Anegundi along with 
300 mattar of black cotton soil and 300 mattar of red soil land after laving the feet of Dēvarāsi- 
pandita. The record was written by chitramanoja Vottoja, son of chittari Maloja. 


A Kannada inscription (No. B 290) of the king Trailokyamalla (Somēšvara D, is found 
engraved on a pillar fixed in front of the Siva temple at Madugula in Madugula Mandalam of 
Mahabubnagar District in Telangana. It is dated Saka 987, Visvavasu, Bhadrapada ba. 13, Monday, 
which corresponds to 1065 A.D. September 1 and the weekday being Thursday. The record states 
that when Ganga Permānadi Vikramaditya was camping at Madumbula, at the request of Nandayya 
Nayaka and all pradhānas, he donated 20 mattar of black cotton soil (kariyanela) situated in 
Kongalla-2, near Nangole-30 in a territorial division 300, with the permission of Bhadresvara to 
the god Svayambhudēva for conducting festivities and also made some renovations in the temple. 
Further, it registers that 2 mattar of black cotton soil and 3 mattar of red soil (kisunela) lands 
were also granted to Kamoja, an artisan (kasiga). 


Another inscription (No. B 291) of the same king from the same place, dated Saka 984, 
Subhakrit, Pushya ba. 6, Tuesday, which corresponds to 1062 A.D, December 24, records the gift 
2 putti of land measured in the 22 feet rod to Polamayya, son of Revanayya of Madumbula 
by Maddisetti Nandayyanayaka for providing services in the temple of Svayambhudeva on the 
occasion of uttarāyaņa sankranti. 


No. B 104 is a Kannada record from Hale Šingatālūru in: Mundagiri Taluk, Gadag 
District, Karnataka belongs to the reign of the king Tribhuvanamalla (Vikramaditya VD and is 
dated in the Chalukya Vikrama year 38. The other details of the date are Jaya, Pushya šu. 11, 
Sunday, Uttarayana Sankranti which corresponds to 1114 A.D, December 10 and the weekday being 
Thursday. It is engraved on a slab kept in the navaranga of Kallēšvara temple in the ruined fort 
and gives an elaborate eulogy of mahamandales$vara Hemmādi-arasa and perggade Lakkisetti, who 
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were ruling over Māsevādi-140, under the king. The purport of the inscription is to record the gift 
of land to the god (name lost) of Singatālūru by Lakkisetti for providing food offerings. Further, 
it seems to mention that some merchants and other individuals also donated some objects to the 
god. 


CHOLA - No. B 202 from Malayankulam, in Uttiramerur Taluk of Kafchipuram District in 
Tamil Nadu is a record of the 47" regnal year of Kulottunga L It is engraved on а slab kept 
in front of the Siva temple in Tamil language and characters of the ll^ century AD. and 
records the gift of tax-free land for providing food offerings to the god Šrī Mülasthanamudaiya 
mahādēvar at Malaiyaran-kalattür alias Kulottungachola chaturvédimangalam in Kaliyur-kottam of 
Jayankondachola-mandalam by Velan of Sirukurranallur. 


The Saptarishiévara temple at Lalgudi in Lalgudi Taluk, Tiruchirappalli District, Tamil 
Nadu contains three interesting records of the Chola period. Among them, No. B 216 dated in 
the 4" regnal year of Rājakēšari is engraved on the north wall of the mahamandapa in Tamil 
language and characters of the 10% century AD. It records the gift of land for providing food 
offerings on fesivite days (vaikāsi višāka) in the temple of АгійјіКаі īšvarar sakalavidangadevar 
at Parantakapuram alias ldaiyarrür-nadu by Aran-kayilayan alias Manantachetti, a trader, after 


purchasing it from the nagarattars of the same village. 


The south wall of the mahamandapa contains an incomplete inscription (No. B 217) of the 
4% regnal year of Rajendra IL written in Tamil language and characters of 11^ century AD. The 
purport is to record that the assembly of Perunguri sold 1000 kuļi of tax-free land (iraiyili) for 
two kalañju of gold to the temple of Tiruvattavatturari Udaiyār at Tiruttavatturai in Idaiyarrur- 
nādu of Kulasani-valanadu. 


At the same place, an inscription (No. B 218) of Vikrama Chola, issued in his 4" regnal 
year is also found. It is engraved in Tamil language and characters of the 12% century A.D. and 
records that Sdrudaiyal Sundari, the wife of Nambālai Adittan Nakkan, the son of Tugavūr kolan 
made a gift of 6 kasu for burning a perpetual lamp to the god Tiruttavatturai I$vara bhatta. The 
gift was entrusted to the Sivabrahmanas. 


Тре Mahālingēšvarasvāmi temple at Vayalathür in Cheyyar Taluk of Tiruvannamalai 
District in Tamil Nadu also contains an inscription (No. B 278) of the 19" regnal year of the 
Chola king Rājakēsari. It is written in Tamil language and characters of the 12" century A.D. and 
records the gift of land to the god Mahādēvar of Ayalannarrur for beating drums during worship 
by Tiruvegamban of the same village. 


EASTERN GANGA - No B 183 from Sēnēpur in Sonepur Tahsil and District, Odisha (now 
preserved in the Department of Ancient Indian History and Archaeology Museum, Sambalpur 
Univsersity) is engraved in Oriya language and Gaudiya characters of 13% - 14" century AD. It is 
dated in the 5" regnal year of the king Vīra-Bhānudēva and records the gift of twelve villages 
situated in the Naeda-vishaya to the god Vaidyanatha for the longevity and the fulfillment of the 
desires of the king The name of the villages and the donor was not mentioned in the record. 

HOYSALA - No. B 107 and 108 copied from Agrahāra Bachaballi, in Krishnarajapete Taluk of 
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Mandya District in Karnataka are written in Kannada language and characters of the period to 
which these belong. Since the records are undated, they can be palaeographically assigned to 12% 
- 13% century A.D. They are found engraved on the pilasters of the .devakoshtha, adjacent to the 
northern wall in the navaranga of the Huņasēšvara temple. 


No. B 107 introduces the chief Bāchimayya, who is described as S rīman-mahāpradhāni- 
daņdanāyaka. It records the gift of major tax (herjjunka) on the bundles of betel leaves collected 
from the garden of 1000 pits (guli) to the god Hoyasaļēšvara by dandanayaka Helatimmaya, a 
subordinate of mahapradhana dandanayaka Bāchimayya. Furtehr, it states that the tax inome on 
the sale of bundles of betel leaves was gifted to the same god by pradhana heggade Vittapayya. 
Both the gifts were donated to the pontiff Lokābharaņadēva. 


No. B 108 refers to the reign of mahāmandalēšvara Jagadēkamalla Hoysaļadēva ruling 
from his capital Dorasamudra. He is said to bear the titles viz, Talakadu-Gangavadi-N olambavadi- 
Banavase-Hanuhgallu-gonda bhuja-bhala Vira-ganga and endowed the usual epithets. The king 
Jagadēkamalla Hoysaladéva has been identified with Ballala II who ruled from 1173 AD. to 1220 
AD. The object of the record is that 7 salage of dry land and the income obtained from few 
minor taxes such as, a haga on a bundle of betel leaves and a visa on a head load of betel leaves 
were donated to the gods Mūlasthānadēva and Hoysalēšvara, after laving the feet of Lokabharana 
pandita. Further, it states that 1 salage of wet land, 10 kolaga of dry land and a garden of 500 
pits were granted to Hoysaraja, a mason. 


These two grants are very interesting as they refer to the Lokabharana pandita, who figured 
in several inscriptions as a recipient of gifts. He was called variously as Lokabharana, Lokabharana- 
pandita, Lokabharana-munindra, Lokabharana-muni, Lokabharanadéva and Lokabharana-gurudéva. 
It is evident from the records that he lived at Kuruvatti, in Huvina Hadagali Taluk in Bellary 
District. Since, all the grants are made to the temple of Āhavamallēšvara by the different rulers 
and it was entrusted to this pontiff, he might be the sthānika of that temple. He was said to be 
the rajaguru of the Hoysala king Ballala II and most of the grants were made to him during his 
rule. An inscription from Kurivanka (Arasikere Taluk of Hasan District) dated 1186 A.D. of the 
rule of Ballala II, refers to him as the spiritual son (dikshaputra) of Trialokyasakti. He might have 
visited Agrahāra Bachihalli during his peregrination and received the endowments. It is evident 
that during this period Saivism thrived in many parts of South India. Pontiffs and monks wielded 
enormous power and influence as gleaned from many inscriptions. 


KAKATIYA - An inscription (No. B 296) of the reign of the queen Rudramadēvī is engraved 
on a pillar fixed in front of the Somanathadeva temple at Parevāda in Motukuru Mandalam of 
Nalgonda District in Telangana. It is dated Saka 1193, Prajapati, Pushya ba. [1], Saturday which 
corresponds to 1271 A.D, December 19. The purport of the inscription is to record the construction 
of the bherifala (place where cattle drum is kept) gateway (forana) and also erection of а lamp 
post in the temple of Somanathadéva at Parevada by gajasahani mahāpradhāni Ponnaya perggade. 
Further it records the gift of some tax to the god for conducting services by four major 
communities (chaturvarna). 


No. B 288 from Medimalkal in Lingala Mandalam of Mahabubnagar District in Telangana 
is a Telugu inscription of the Kakatrya king Pratāparudradēva. It is found engraved on a loose 
slab found in Nallamala forest outside the village. It is dated Saka 1211, Virodhi, Phalguna šu. 
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15, Tuesday, which corresponds to 1290 AD, February 25 and the weekday being Saturday. 
The inscription is incomplete and seems to record the gift of some land in Medimalakalu for 
conducting festivities in the temple of Mallikarjuna by Cheruku Immadi Bolaturaddi on the 
occasion of lunar eclipse. 


PANDYA - No. B 271, engraved on the southern wall of the Būthanātha shrine in the Siva temple at 
Srivaikundam in Tiruchchandur Taluk of Tirunelveli District, Tamil Nadu, belongs to the 5% regnal 
year of a Pandya king (name lost) It is engraved in Tamil language and characters of 13^ - 14% 
century A.D. and records the gift of tax-free land measured in Sundarapandyakol at Vira-Rajendra 
chaturvēdimangalam to Sri Kailāšamudaiya nayanar temple of Rājādhirāja chaturvēdimangalam 
alias Šrīvaikundam in Tiruvaludi-valanadu by Rasangan Konnan Gangaikonda-chola Vaļļuva- 
nadalvan of Valluva-nadu in Malai-mandalam for conducting daily services in the temple. The 
above gift was entrusted to Narayanan alias Varahabhattan hailing from Paranamangalam and 
Nambi from Manaparanamangalam. 


PRATIHARA - No. B 146 of the reign of the king Kīrttipāla is engraved on a fragmentary 
slab lying loose in the monastery at Kadwaha, in Isagarh Tehsil of Ashoknagar District, Madhya 
Pradesh. It is in Sanskrit language and Nagari characters of ll" - 12" century A.D. The record 
begins with the auspicious symbol siddham followed by salutation to Siva. The first four verses 
are benedictory, offering salutations to Sarasvati, Sambhu, Nrsimha and Bhaskara. The inscription 
preserves a part of the prašasti portion and gives the genealogy of the dynasty commencing 
from Ranapala. Vatsaraja, Svarnapala, Kirttipala and his brother Ulhana. Further, it refers to the 
brahmanas of Talarashtra lineage and Gautama-gotra viz, Lohapala and Govinda. 


RASHTRAKUTA - No. B 88 from Mulagunda in Gadag Taluk and District of Karnataka is a 
Sanskrit record, written in Kannada characters and belongs to the reign of the king Krishna I 
dated Saka 824; Dundubhi. It is engraved on the back side of the image of Parsvanatha tirthankara 
kept in the navaranga of the Chandranatha basadi. The purport of the inscription is to record the 
gift of three fields (each having a capacity of 1000 betel creepers) to a Jinalaya constructed by a 
merchant Srikaryya, son of Chandraryya at Mulgunda The first field was donated by Nagaryya 
and Arasāryya, sons of Šrīkāryya to a Jaina preceptor Kanakasēnasūri, a disciple of Vīrasēna of 
Chandrikavāta-sēna-anvaya. The second was gifted by four merchants (names not mentioned) along 
with 360 mahājanas of Ballagere. The third one was endowed by a brahmana belonging to Ballala 
lineage. The record was written by certain Bāhubalidēva. 


TELUGU CHOLAS OF POTTAPI - No. B 22 from Satakoti in Chinaganjam Mandalam of 
Prakasam District, Andhra Pradesh is an Telugu inscription of the reign of Mallidēva I, dated Saka 
1060, [Kalayukta], Pausha ba. 1, Sunday, which corresponds to 1138 A.D, December 18. It records 
the gift of lands to the god Saptakotideva in Mettavadi of Saptakoti-chatusima by the king for 
the merit of his parents Chēdamahārāju and Mahādēvi on the occasion of uttarāyaņa sankranti. 
Further, it records the gift of some lands by Muniseligesena for burning a perpetual lamp in 
the temple. Kavali Maisena Preggade, Šrīpati Preggade and Vidana Preggade are mentioned as 
signatories. 


VELUGOTI CHIEFS - No. B 15 from Turimerla in Rapur Mandalam of Nellore District in 
Andhra Pradesh is engraved on a slab kept near the tank in the village. It is dated Saka 1560, 
Bahudhānya, Chaitra šu. 6, which corresponds to 1638 A.D, March 11, Sunday and records the gift 
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of a tax in the form of grains collected from the fields under the tank of Tullimerla for its 
maintenance by the king Venkatapatinayaka It is known that the king was ruling Venkatagiri 
and its adjoining areas from his capital Rapur and issued large number of inscriptions during his 
tenure. Majority of them are found from the villages of Venkatgiri, Utukuru Guduru, Turimerla, 
etc, and they attest to the keen interest shown by the king for the purpose of developing 
agricultural and irrigational systems. The text of Velugoti-vamSavali describes him as raitu-bhāndava. 
He is the only king who gave extreme patronage for the welfare of the farmers in the history 
of Nellore district. 


VIJAYANAGARA - No. B 14, engraved on a slab erected near the tank at Perumallapadu 
in Rapur Mandalam of Nellore District, Andhra Pradesh, belongs to the reign of the king 
Krishnadevaraya. It is written in Telugu language and characters of the 16" century A.D. and 
records that the village Penumbalapadu was granted to the deity Mulasthanesvara of Udayagiri by 
Konda Marusayya for the merit of the king. There are number of inscriptions scattered in Nellore 
and Chittoor districts issued by Kondamarusayya, who served as one of the seven commanders- 
inchief in the army of Krishnadevaraya He played a vital role during the time of Udayagiri 
invasion. Later he was appointed as a chieftain over the Udayagiri region by the king. He issued 


many inscriptions by donating the grants for the merit of his overlordship Krishnadevaraya. 


WESTERN GANGA - №. B 119, written in Kannada language and characters of 10% -II^ century 
AD, is found engraved on а hero-stone kept in a private layout, outside the village of Mavala 
in Mysuru Taluk and District of Karnataka It belongs to the reign of the Western Ganga king 
Konguni Permanadi and seems to record the death of Marayya, son of Namra in a battle. Further 
it mentions certain individual Panbu gavada. 


YADAVAS - No. B % is a Kannada record engraved on a pillar (right side) in the navaranga 
of the Annadānēšvara temple at Mulagunda in Gadag Taluk and District of Karnataka It belongs 
to the 15" regnal year of the king Singhana IL The other details of the date are Tāraņa, Pushya 
šu. 5, Monday, which corresponds to 1221 AD, December 16. The purport of the inscription is to 
record the gift of major tax (herjjunka) obtained from the villages of Svayambhudeva temple by 
Māyidēva, a subordinate of the king, ruling from Beluvala-300 and Puligere-300. The above gift 
was made for offering sandal-wood paste to the god after laving the feet of a pontiff Srimad- 
ekkētichakravarti siddhantavadi Some$vara, the sthānāchārya of the temple. 


Another inscription (No. B 100) of the same king from the same place is found engraved 
on a pilaster in the navaranga of the Nagare$vara temple. It is dated in the 18^ regnal year of 
the king Singhana II and states that Honnabammisetti, son of Mallisetti and Jāhnavi constructed 
houses at Dēvagēri and donated to the pontiff Mallikarjunadeva, the devacharya of the temple by 
obtaining permission from the mahājanas of Mulgunda. The other details of the date are Pārthiva, 
Margasira ba. 15, Monday, which corresponds to 1225 AD, December 1 


An inscription (No. B 175) issued during the reign of the king Singhana I is copied from 
a slab fixed in the mukhamandapa of the Lingēšvara temple at Pulunj in Pandharpur Taluk of 
Solapur District, Maharashtra. It is written in Kannada language and characters of the 12" century 
A.D. and records that the king gifted some land (boundaries specified) and ambili gadyanas to the 
god Siddha Somanatha, when he visited Purnanja (ie, modern Pulunj) The inscription gives the 
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date as Siddhārthi, Māgha šu. H, Monday. It further mentions that certain officers and merchants 
also endowed some land (boundaries specified) and also house sites to the same god. The donation 
was entrusted to acharya Ammugideva. 


MISCELLANEOUS - Among the miscellaneous inscriptions from Andhra Pradesh are three 
Brahmi inscriptions in Prakrit language datable to 2% century AD. Of the three inscriptions, 
two are found engraved on a loose slab from the excavated site of A. Kottapalli in Tondangi 
Mandalam of East Godavari District. The first inscription (No. B 4) records the gift of a cave 
to Vilataya, a Buddhist monk by the village assembly (nigama) of Lovi on the day of pūrņima 
(pavaranadivasa). The second inscription (No. B 5) refers to some gift made by Rakhita to the 
chait ya. 


The third inscription (No. B 24) is engraved on a pillar lying near the Tripurantake$vara 
temple at Tripurantakam, in Tripurantakam Mandalam of Prakasam District. It records the gift of 
a pillar (chadamukha) to the chaitya by Sethi, a householder. 


Among the miscellaneous inscriptions from Madhya Pradesh is a Sanskrit inscription 
(No. B 147) in Nagari characters, dated Samvat 1451, Saka 1316, Mārgašira gu. 15, Sunday, which 
corresponds to 1394 A.D, December 8 and the weekday being Tuseday. It is engraved on a sati 
stone lying outside the village of Kadwaha in Isagadh Tahsil of Ashoknagar District, Madhya 
Pradesh. The inscription seems to record the committing of зай by Ratana, after the death of 
her husband Shamhau, son of Chāmara idau, an inhabitant of Kadwaha in Nalpur in a battle. It 
further states that Haripāla, son of Jushpau of Lalitpur, erected the sati stone (kanhamata) in the 
memory of his sister with the help of sutradhara Daija. 


No. B 149 and 150 are engraved on satī stones fixed in the ground in the sati-sthana at 
Chandahārā in Gohad Tahsil of Bhind District, Madhya Pradesh and are dated Sarnvat 1552 and 
1586 respectively. Both the inscriptions, written in Nāgarī characters and local dialect, record the 
performance of sati. The second inscription (No. B 150) mentions name of a person Jai Singh, 
who was probably a local chieftain. 


No. B 158 is a Jaina record found engraved on the pedestal of a Jaina image in the 
Mātā-sthāna near Gulāb Singh's house at Barahada in Mehgaon Tahsil of the same district. It is 
engraved in Nagari characters and local dialect, dated Sarnvat 1412 and records the obeisance to 
a Jaina tīrthankara by a person belonging to Mulasamgha 


Among the miscellaneous inscriptions from Maharashtra, are two Marathi inscriptions 
in Nagari characters. Among the two, the first one (No. B 171) is engraved on a pillar in the 
mukhamandapa of the Siva temple at Ghogas Pargāv in Sirur Kasar Tahsil of Beed District. It is 
dated Saka 1186 and records the installation of an image of Hara, probably by Padumadasa. Also 
mentions name of a person Kanha, son of Somadatarana and Shītaladēvī. The second inscription 
(No. B 172) is engraved on another side of the same pillar and can be palaeographically assigned 
to 12 - 13% century A.D. and seems to record a gift of 100 (гата) by a certain person (name 
not clear) to the temple dedicated to the god Mahadeva 


Nos. B 175 and 176 are two Kannada inscriptions engraved on the two pilasters flanking 
the doorway in the mukhamandapa of the Lingēšvara temple at Pulunj in Pandharpur Tahsil of 
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Solapura District, Maharashtra. They can be dated palaeographically to the 12% - 13% century A.D. 
and its characters can be compared with another inscription (No. B 175) belonging to the reign 
of the Yādava king Singhaņa I found from the same place. Of the two inscriptions, No. B 175, 
records that the merchants from the guild named Nānādēši-36 of Mangalivēde visited Pulan je 
on the occasion of some festival, conducted a meeting (mahabaysinige) and donated a kanchuka 
and a measuring rod to a certain Viranagarasa. Further, it records the gift of betel leaves, areca- 
nuts, tamarind, oil and tax obtained from manure pits, probably to the alms-house (mahamane) 
in the temple of Sri Sēmanātha. The second inscription (No. B 176) records that some individuals 
representing from the 18 nadus made some gift for reviving the functioning of the alms-house 
(mahamane) of Viranagarasa in the same temple. The temple mentioned in both the inscriptions 
can be identified with the temple of Lingēšvara, in which the inscriptions are found and probably 
the alms-house functioned within its premises. 


Among the miscellaneous inscriptions from Tamil Nadu are three inscriptions in Tamil 
language and Vatteluttu characters of the 10% century A.D. engraved on different architectural 
members of the central shrine in the Kailāšanātha temple at Irukkandurai in Radhapuram Taluk 
of Tirunelveli District, Tamil Nadu. Of the three inscriptions, No. B 246 records the gift of 50 
sheep for burning a perpetual lamp in the temple by Appaikalaraiyanviran of Irukkandurai. The 
other inscription (No. B 247) records the erection of a door-jamb by Aruvaividhiyar, a cloth 
merchant group of Irukkandurai. The third inscription, No. B 252 records the gift of 25 sheep by 
Avvaikarisiyan and 25 sheep by Sirrikkotan for burning a perpetual lamp in the temple. 


ARABIC AND PERSIAN INSCRIPTIONS 


Appendix C has total 101 inscriptions with their specific details and gist. The detail of the 
findings has been incorporated in the indices in regards with the find spot, dynasty, language and 
script. Some of the historically important and informative inscriptions are briefly reviewed here. 


In the present collection, there are Eighteen (18) dynastic records representing both the 
central dynasties like the Mughal (1) and East India Company (1) and the provincial and regional 
dynasties like the Barid Shāhī (3) Sultāns of Mysore (4) Nawwabs of Ellichpür (4) Arakkal 
dynasty (2), and Wodeyārs of Mysore (3). 


MUGHAL - Pertaining to Aziz-ud-Din Muhammad Shah 'Alamgir II (1754-59 АП), is the 
record No. 22 from Bidar Fort, District Bidar, Karnataka. This damaged Persian record written 
in Nastaliq style of calligraphy finds mention the name of Saif Khan who evidently built the 
gate (viz, Sharza Darwāza) during the reign of Mughal Emperor 'Alamgir IL 


BARĪD SHĀHĪ - Among the provincial dynastic records, Persian record No. 20 belongs to the 
Barīd Shāhī ruler being executed in Nasta'līg style. This historically important record comes from 
Tomb of *Alī Barīd at Bidar District of Karnataka containing Persian verses alongwith the date 
of demise of Sultan in AH. 987 (1579-80 A.D), and also expressed in chronogram. (Pub : EIM, 
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1927-28, р. 28-29). 


Inscription No. 21 and 22, come from Bidar Fort, District of Bīdar, first one assigning the 
construction of Rangin Mahal to ‘АП in the given period from 1542 AD. to 1579 AD, and the 
second one engraved on the royal pavilion bearing the title and the name of Sultān "Alī Barīd 
Shah alongwith a Persian quatrain shed broad light on architectural development of the Вага 
Shah ruler. (Pub : EIM 1927-28 p. 27-28 and Ghulam Yezdani, Bidar p. 4647). 


SULTANS OF MYSORE - As for the other provincial dynasties, such as the Sultans of Mysore 
come from Devanahalli at Bengaluru Rural District, among them, No. 19 is bilingual represented 
in English and Persian refers to the date of Birth of Tippu Sultan in 1751 AD. 


The inscription No. 24 basically in English pertains to the Darya Daulat Bagh, from Kolar 
District referring to the name of the building known as the garden house of Tippu Sultan and 
later on it becames the residence of Colonel Arthure Wellesley in 1799 AD. 


NAWWABS OF ELLICHPUR - In the collection of this report there are four inscriptions 
which represent the Nawwabs of Ellichpūr, copied and photographed from Behbah Bagh graveyard 
inside the Tomb of Ismāīl Khan, Achalpur. Of these, epitaphic record No. 81 registers the date 
of demise of Muhammad Muzaffar Khan Bahadur Pannī in АН. 1216 (1802-03 A.D). No. 82 is a 
Persian record from the same place referring to the death of Nawwab Kamdar Khan Bahadur in 
AH. 1225 (1810-11 A.D) Records No. 83 point to the grave of Muhammad Vilāyat Khan Bahadur 
son of Salābat Khan Bahadur Panni who passed away in AH. 1235 (1820 A.D) (Plate- I b) No. 
84 records to the departure of Nawwab Salabat Khan Bahadur Panni, son of Muhammad Ismail 
Khan Bahadur Panni, the second Nawwab of Ellichpur was installed in АН. 1240 (1824 AD). 


ARAKKAL DYNASTY - Among the regional dynasty there are two epigraphs which have been 
copied from Arakkal Museum District Kannūr of Kerala. Of these, No. 38 states that a silver 
chandil stand was endowed and used for new mosque by Al-Sultan ‘Abdul Rahman ‘Ali Raja 
during the period (1852-70 A.D). No. 39 Arabic record in Naskh style of calligraphy finds mention 
the name of Al-Sultan ‘Ali Raja (1852-70 A.D) who was the 3% Head of the Атакка! Dynasty. 


EAST INDIA COMPANY - The only East India Company record in English in Roman Characters 
is No. 42, coming from Thalassery Fort in Kannur District, Kerala, which records the death of 
Captain John Sibbald who was 34' Madras hight Infantry in the service of East India Company 
on 1l December 1845 A.D. 


WODEYARS OF MYSORE - In this collection three records belong to the time of Wodeyar 
of Mysore representing its two rulers viz, Maharaja Chamarajendra Wodeyar (1868-94 A.D.) and 
Krishnarajendra Wodeyar (1895-40 A.D). 


Chamarājēndra Bahādur is represented by a couple of records No. 33 and 34. copied and 
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photographed from Mysūru District Karnataka mentioning the name of Nawwāb Earl of Dufferin 
Domazon Bahādur the Viceroy of India and the king Mahārāja Chamarājēndra Wodeyar Bahādur 
in АН. 1304 (1889 A.D) The inscription (Plate L а). No. 34 belonging to the king Maharaja 
Chamarājendra Wodeyār Bahādur states about laying the fountain in the year 1886 AD. 


No. 35 is an important record from St. Philomena Church Mysūrū District, Karnātaka. 
This record states that the foundation stone of St. Philomena Church was laid by the King 
Krishnarājendra Wodeyār Bahādur who was Mahāraja of Mysore. 


MISCELLANEOUS - Among the miscellaneous inscriptions from Chhattisgarh, No. 1 is an 
epitaphic record from Moadhapara graveyard Raipur District, Raipur executed in beautiful Urdū, 
Nastaliq style. It records the death of Musmat Musanni daughter of Khuda Bakhsh who was an 
Engineer and resident of Saharanpur District of Uttar Pradesh. 


No. 9 is an Arabic record referring to construction of ‘Idgah known as ‘Idgah Bata for 
which foundation stone was laid in the year AH. 1311 (1893-94 A.D). No. 13 relates to the demise 
of Sayyid Husain Sipāhī son of Ghaffar Major who was a Hawaldar in the regiment in AH. 
1300 (1882-83 A.D), who died after 13 years of sickness. 


Among the selected miscellaneous epigraphs from Srirangapattana, District Mandya of 
Karnataka, mention may be made of the No. 30 which is an epitaphic record in Persian Nasta‘liq 
style registering the death of a person Burhan-ud-Din in AH. 1251 (1821-22A D) 


From Keralā among the miscellaneous epigraphs are a good number of records in Arabic 
prose from Jā'mī Mosque. Thalassery. No. 41 comes from Odhothilpallī Mosque on the eastern 
wall, Thalassery, assigns the construction of the mosque by Sayyid 'Ali in AH. 1238 (1867 AD). 


Among the miscellaneous inscriptions from Madhya Pradesh, No. 51 is a beautiful Persian 
in Мамайда style of calligraphy from Dargah of Hadrat Hakkü Shah Baba Chishti on the left 
side of the gate, Balaghat, registers the demise of Hadrat Sayyid 'Abdul Hakim Chishtī R.H. alias 
Hakku Shah Baba who expired in АН. 1127 (1715 AD). 


No. 60 is a historical important epigraph from Jāmī Masjid Jamia't-ul-Quresh on the right 
side of main entrance gate, District Jabalpur, which mentions the construction of this mosque 
under the supervision of Shaikh 'Idū Saudāgar and Haji Muhi-ud-Din Saudāgar in A.H. 1310 (1890 
AD). 


Among the epitaphic records from Maharashtra, No. 88 is an important epigraph from 
Jami Masjid Gondia at the main entrance, Gondia District, mentioning the construction of Jami 
Masjid Gondia in the year 1931 AD, No. 93 from Sangla District records the death of a person 
Haji Muhammad Husain, son of Sultan Khalifa alias Pesh-e-Imām who died disease of Plague in 
the year AH. 1237 (1822 AD). 


Among the miscellaneous epigraphs from Pondicherry, No. 96 is bilingual important 
inscription from Upplam Muslim graveyard, Pondicherry, which provides us a beautiful calligraphy 
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apart from recording the demise of a lady, wife of Sayyid Nūr-ul-lah, son of Sayyid ‘Abdur 
Razzaq, a veteran Imam of Mahmudpura resident of Pondicherry in AH. 1324 (1946 AD). 


Apart from these historically significant Arabic and Persian inscriptions there are many 
important records speaking of construction of religious and secular buildings and the death of 
important persons etc, They are notice in the Appendix C of this Annual Report.
